Very  little  damage  from  winter  freezing 
has  occurred  to  any  crop  and  very  little 
damage  from  spring  cold  has  resulted  ex- 
cept to  crops  such  as  strawberries  and  cab- 
bage. A  late  cold  snap  resulted  in  some 
damage  to  peaches  but  did  not  seem  to 
hurt  the  apple  crop.  The  winter  weather 
began  very  late  following  a  mild  season 
from  November  to  February.  The  weather 
during  March  was  too  cool  for  much  prep- 
aration of  planting.  April  was  generally 
wet  and  cool,  particularly  in  the  extreme 
ends  of  the  state.  Hundreds  of  voluntary 
crop  reporters  in  all  parts  of  North  Caro- 
lina reported  in  early  May  that  conditions 
were  still  generally  cool  and  wet.  How- 
ever, many  stated  that  farm  work  was 
"well  up"  and  the  prospects  better  than 
usual.  Small  grains  were  especially  prom- 
ising. Pasture  conditions  were  excellent. 
Fruit  crops  were  coming  through  better 
than  was  earlier  anticipated.    More  soil

than  usual  was  broken  for  spring  plant- 
ing. 

In  addition  to  crop  reports  from  grow- 
ers the  statisticians  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  have  made  field  investigation 
trips  into  the  Southeastern  and  Central 
portions  of  the  state  to  obtain  first  hand 
information  concerning  reported  damage 
to  tobacco  and  small  grain.  While  the  to- 
bacco blue  mold  has  certainly  given  cc  n- 
siderable  trouble,  it  is  quite  probable  that 
the  ultimate  shortage  of  plants  will  not 
seriously  curtail  the  tobacco  acreage  even 
in  the  severely  affected  counties.  Damages 
from  excessive  usage  of  fertilizer  were 
often  attributed  to  blue  mold.  In  the  Pied- 
mont counties,  small  grains  are  looking 
unusually  well.  The  stands  are  good  and 
the  heads  are  showing  up  nicely.  The  dam- 
ages from  lice  were  not  found  to  be  nearly 
as  serious  as  was  reported,  although 
their  presence  was  noted.   Continued  wet 


weather  will  definitely  favor  the  expansion 
of  these  two  pests. 

With  good  sunshiney  weather,  amazing 
growth  of  all  crops  will  be  noted.  Late 
plantings  will  be  speeded  up  and  within 
two  weeks  the  effects  of  favorable  weather 
should  reflect  an  extreme  contrast  with 
conditions  twelve  months  earlier.  On  June 
1,  1936  farmers  were  extremely  discour- 
aged about  their  crop  prospects.  However, 
by  the  fall  season  fair  yields  had  resulted 
for  most  crops. 

In  addition  to  the  late  cold  spring  a 
primary  factor  in  North  Carolina  affect- 
ing the  progress  on  farms  is  the  reported 
shortage  of  farm  labor  which  is  attributed 
by  farmers  to  the  government  relief  pro- 
grams which  offer  more  attractive  wages 
than  farmers  can  afford  to  pay.  The 
growers  state  that  labor  is  scarce  and  that 
when  idle  are  difficult  to  secure  for  work 
ii.  the  field.

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THE  NATIONAL  AGRICULTURAL  SITUATION 


Slaughter  cattle  should  bring  better 
prices  this  year,  thus  showing  a  steady 
increase  since  the  record  low  prices  of 
1933.  The  drought  effects  last  year  are 
having  their  influence  on  1937  prices  gen- 
erally. The  total  cattle  on  hand  January 
1,  1937  were  7  per  cent  more  than  the  10 
year  average  and  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Prices  of  most  fruits  will  probably  ad- 
vance more  than  usual  during  the  spring 
months.  The  potato  acreage  will  probably 
be  appreciably  more  than  last  year.  Early 
May  weather  conditions  indicate  good 
yields  for  the  southern  states,  and  con- 
siderably more  than  the  1936  crop.  The 
commercial  early  acreage  is  about  one- 
third  larger.  Sweet  potato  acreages  may 
continue  about  like  the  1936  crop.  All  com- 
mercial truck  crop  acreage  is  expected  to 
be  some  more  than  grown  in  1936,  with 
probable  lower  prices  later.  Strawberries 
have  experienced  variable  and  often  un- 
favorable conditions  which  affected  pro- 
duction and  quality.  A  second  crop  is  in- 
dicated with  favorable  weather  after  May 
10th. 

Feed  grains  on  farms  in  the  spring  of 
1937  are  only  about  half  the  usual  for 
this  time  of  the  year,  with  prices  rela- 
tively high.  Prospective  production  his 
year  is  not  equal  to  the  usual,  even  with 
average  yields.  Farmers  use  over  90% 
of  all  corn  produced. 


During  1936  the  cash  marketing  income 
to  national  farmers  showed  a  fairly  good 
distribution,  while  in  North  Carolina  al- 
most %  of  the  sales  income  was  received 
during  the  four  months — September  to 
December.  The  low  months  were  February 
to  May,  1936. 

The  total  national  cash  income  from 
farm  marketings  during  March,  1937  was 
$707,000,000.  exceeding  the  March,  1936 
cash  income  by  36  per  cent.  While  all 
major  groups  of  farm  products  recorded 
gains  and  income  during  March  over  the 
same  month  of  last  year,  the  increased 
prices  and  heavy  marketing  of  cotton  and 
cattle  as  well  as  hogs  and  wheat  were  re- 
sponsible in  a  large  degree  in  the  increased 
income  from  February  to  March. 

Hog  prices  are  expected  to  average 
somewhat  higher  during  the  remainder  of 
the  marketing  year  1936-37. 

The  spot  cotton  prices,  which  were 
strong  during  March  declined  materially 
in  the  first  part  of  April.  The  ten-market 
average  for  middling  7/8  on  March  30th 
at  14.91  cents  was  the  highest  recorded  on 
these  markets  since  May  1930.  From  14.82 
cents  on  April  1st  the  price  fell  to  13.48 
cents  on  April  16th. 

Late  spring  cold  snaps  and  unfavorable 
growing  conditions  tended  to  delay  mar- 
ketings of  small  fruits  and  truck  crops  in 


the  early  shipping  state  and  to  maintain 
prices  at  relatively  high  levels  during  the 
early  spring  months.  However,  increasing 
supply  and  seasonal  price  decline  had  oc- 
curred in  most  of  the  producing  areas  by 
May.  Prices  were  generally  lower  in  April 
than  in  March.  The  greatest  declines  oc- 
curred in  markets  for  iceberg  lettuce,  as- 
paragus, peas  and  beans. 

United  States  produces  13  per  cent  of 
the  world's  soybean  productions,  it  being 
a  poor  second  to  the  production  in  Man- 
churia of  67  per  cent.  The  production 
(domestic)  has  been  increasing  in  recent 
years.  In  1936  soybean  oil  represented  12 
per  cent  of  the  vegetable  oil  production  of 
United  States  and  is  becoming  of  increas- 
ing significance  in  the  fat  and  oil  situation 
in  the  United  States.  The  soybean  situa- 
tion is  favorable  to  growers  at  present 
good  prices  being  paid.  However,  for  the 
latter  part  of  1937  prospects  are  less  fav- 
orable on  account  of  increased  acreage  in- 
tentions. The  demand  for  soybeans  as 
seed  will  probably  keep  bean  prices  up 
during  the  next  few  months.  Continued 
business  recovery,  increased  consumer  pur- 
chasing power,  the  expected  decrease  in 
the  production  of  lard,  the  demand  for 
cotton  seed,  and  other  edible  oils  used  as 
lard  substitutes  will  have  their  affect  on 
the  situation  respecting  this  crop.

As  may  be  seen  on  page  7,  the  total  acreage  of  all  crops  for  last  year 
(1936)  was  about  6  percent  less  than  for  the  previous  year.  On  account 
of  the  reduction  in  production,  due  to  drought  conditions,  the  total  value 
was  about  12  percent  greater  than  for  the  previous  year.  The  livestock 
values  were  about  the  same  as  for  1935.  Since  North  Carolina  is  shown 
on  that  page  as  the  state  ranking  FIFTH  in  the  value  of  crops,  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  data  above  is  quite  appropriate  to  North  Carolinians 
and  particularly  so  to  crop  producers. 

This  information  has  enabled  and  encouraged  agricultural  leaders 
to  be  well-informed  on  crop  trends  and  county  comparisons.  Through 
this  published  data  they  are  surprisingly  mindful  of  where  crops  are 
grown,  where  surpluses  may  be  found,  and  even  the  relationship  be- 
tween the  crops  in  the  various  areas.

Of  course,  such  cash  crops  require  much  more  expense  than  grains, 
hays,  etc.

TOBACCO  WAREHOUSE  SALES 


The  "Biggest  Market";  the  "Highest 
Price  Market";  the  "Leading  Market,"  are 
often  meaningless,  as  are  many  advertise- 
ments. The  facts  are  what  tell  the  true 
story.  This  page  presents  the  results  of 
certified  tobacco  sales  for  the  last  market- 
ing season  in  North  Carolina,  by  markets 
and  by  belts.  At  the  bottom  of  the  table  is 
shown  the  yearly  results  since  1930. 

The  market  showing  the  highest  price 
is  not  necessarily  the  one  which  paid  the 
relatively  highest  price  for  the  same 
grades  of  tobacco.  Popular  markets  may 
receive  the  best  grades,  leaving  the  lower 
grades  for  local  sale  which  affects  the  av- 
erage price  reported.  The  big  markets  do 
have  the  better  and  most  buyers. 

That  many  growers  travel  hundreds  of 
miles  to  sell  their  tobacco  indicates  that 
they  are  not  always  satisfied  with  near-by 
markets,  including  big  markets.  For  ex- 
ample, North  Carolina  growers  sell  more 
than  30,000,000  pounds  in  Virginia;  South 


Carolina  sells  over  6,000,000  pounds  in 
North  Carolina;  and  cross-belt  sales  with- 
in North  Carolina  run  into  millions  of 
pounds.  Perhaps  the  greatest  weakness 
is  with  the  growers'  own  grading  rather 
than  with  any  shortcomings  of  the  ware- 
housemen or  buyers. 

Flue  cured  tobacco  will  probably  be  in- 
creased anywhere  up  to  ten  percent.  The 
stocks  in  storage  are  about  the  same  as  a 
year  ago,  while  stocks  of  other  types  are 
generally  low.  The  demand  for  cigarette 
types  of  tobacco  is  expected  to  be  in- 
creased. The  average  price  of  about  22 
cents  per  pound  for  the  1936  crop  would 
probably  not  be  equaled  this  year  under 
average  growing  conditions.  Early  in 
May  better  than  average  field  conditions 
prevailed.  The  Plant  beds  indicate  that 
the  acreage  may  not  be  much  less  than  the 
ten  percent  increase  intended  earlier.  The 
scene  at  the  right  is  a  tobacco  auction  sale 
in  Wilson.

COTTON  GINNINGS 


Frequently  discussions  of  the  relative 
importance  of  certain  cotton  counties  gain 
attention,  with  conflicting  statements  re- 
sulting. The  figures  above  came  from  the 
United  States  Census  Bureau  and  are  the 
official  figures  for  ginnings.  The  acreages, 
by  counties,  on  page  8  were  secured 
through  the  tax  listers  from  the  growers 
themselves.  While  individual  reports  un- 
doubtedly showed  differences  from  theii 
final  harvested  acres,  the  county  totals 
probably  afford  the  best  information 
available;  at  least  the  results  check  rea- 
sonably well  with  the  best  known  check 
data. 

New  features  in  this  table  are  the  num- 
ber of  active  gins  in  1935  and  the  rank  of 
counties  in  1936.  The  trend  in  production 
of  cotton  since  1928  is  shown  for  the  State 
and  the  United  States.  In  this,  1931  was 
the  outstanding  year  for  the  entire  coun- 
try, while  for  North  Carolina  there  is 


shown  a  gradual  reduction  in  production. 

By  studying  the  total  crop  land  data 
on  page  7  with  the  cotton  acreage,  it  will 
be  found  that  cotton  occupies  as  much  as 
50  percent  of  the  crop  land  in  a  few  coun- 
ties. 

As  of  May  1st,  the  cotton  crop  was  not 
nearly  all  planted.  However,  in  the  south- 
eastern section  of  the  state  much  of  the 
cotton  was  up  to  a  good  stand.  Farmers 
were  not  excited  about  this  crop,  since 
it  does  not  provide  such  attractive  price 
returns  as  they  receive  from  tobacco. 
However,  it  is  not  as  treacherous  as  to- 
bacco. As  indicated  by  the  figures  above, 
North  Carolina  is  slowly  going  out  of  the 
cotton  farming  business.  The  reason  is 
that  the  Western  cotton  growers  can  pro- 
duce it  very  much  cheaper  than  we  can 
here  in  North  Carolina.  The  scene  at  the 
left  shows  the  inside  of  cotton  ginnery  in 
Wilson  County.

It  is  the  value  that  farmers  get  from 
their  year's  operations  which  tell  the  real 
story  to  them.  It  is  the  farm  income  which 
tells  the  state's  story,  so  above  are  the  fig- 
ures for  1934  and  1935.  The  1936  data 
will  not  be  available  until  some  time  after 
this  publication  appears. 

In  this  table  the  FARM  VALUE  re- 
lates to  the  total  income  of  the  products 
regardless  of  their  usage,  sale  or  dispo- 
sition. The  CASH  INCOME  relates  to 
the  value  of  quantities  actually  sold  off  the 
farms.  The  GROSS  INCOME  relates  to 
the  cash  income  plus  the  value  of  the 
products  consumed  in  the  farm  household

on  the  farms  where  produced.  The  income 
shown  relates  to  the  year  of  production 
and  not  to  the  time  of  sales. 

From  the  above,  it  is  evident  that  the 
household  consumption  of  farm  products 
is  credited  to  the  farm  even  though  many 
farmers  will  insist  that  their  time  and 
products  not  sold  does  not  represent  any 
value  or  income.  The  cost  of  production 
data  on  page  3  shows  the  features  enter- 
ing into  the  real  costs  of  producing  crops. 
This  includes  taxes,  overhead,  supervision, 
workstock,  family  labor  and  many  other 
real  cost  items. 

In  the  table  above  are  also  shown  the 


government  benefit  and  rental  payments. 
The  1936  payments  were  appreciably  low- 
er than  for  1934  and  1935.  This  was  the 
result  of  the  shift  to  the  Soil  Conservation 
Program  which  pays  less  but  will  prob- 
ably result  in  much  better  or  more  con- 
structive results.  d
